Bridgeport. Conn., Sept. 2^.—A tempor- 
iry victory was ‘•cor«1 to day by de­ 
fendants in the suit of D E. Loewe & Co., 
hat m akers *of Danburv 
who are backed 
by the American Anti-Boycott associa­ 
tion. against the officers and Federation 
of Labor and the H atters' union. Judge 
Wheeler, of the sui>erior court reduced 
the am ount of the attachm ent to $60,000. 
This was a verj^ substantial reduction, as 
the real estate covered by the attachm ent 
Is held at an assessed valuation of *128,000 
and hahk accounts of individual defen­ 
dants aggregated $22,000. 
This hearing 
was on motion by counsel for defendants 
for a reduction of the am ount of the a t­ 
tachment, for order for substitution of 
bond for property attached and for order 
retiuiring oral examination of members 
of the firm of D, E. Loewe & Co., as to 
the actual amount of damage sustained 
by the firm in conse<iuence of the strike 
i!nd boycott. 


An.swering a motion for the statem ent 
of the damage sustained, chief counsel 
for the Anti-Boycott association filed a 
motion showing a loss up to the first of 
lust January of about #200,(M0 and that 
i.oewe's business since had been run at a 
los.s on account of the boycott.

AFFAIRS AT BEIBUT 
maiu Qafet.

But Tliere Im a Feeling of Un- 
eertnliify—^Aiiierlcan Marines 
Ready to Laud at a Moment*<f 
Kotlee. 


(Correspondence of Associated Press.) 
Beirut, Syria, Tue,sday, Sept. S.—As this 
dispatch is mailed the situation at Beirut 
remains unchanged, there being a great 
feeling of uncertainty. 
A correspondent 
of the Associated l^ress called on board 
the United States cruisers Brooklyn and 
San Francl.«ico yesterday and found them 
armed camps. The bhie jackets and m ar­ 
ines were in readiness to land at a mo­ 
m ent's notice, ammunition filled their belts 
and arm s were stacked on deck. 
Rear 
Admiral Cotton informed the correspon­ 
dent he w'as prei>ared to give Americans 
and Europeitns in general the fullest pro­ 
tection possible. Guards to watch Ameri­ 
can mi:»«ion property here were furnished 
b.v the government last night. 
Had the 
governor refused Admiral Cotton stood 
prepared «to land .'»W men If necessary. 
The American ships played their suarch- 
llrghts on the city, illuminating not alone 
the proi»erty of the Syrian Protestan col­ 
lege, but also dark alleys and by-w’ays 
frequented as a rule by .shady charac­ 
ters. 
Foreign residents had not at the 
lieglnning of the trouble felt any great 
per.«onal danger, but the attem pt to as- 
sassiifete American \lc e Consul Magels- 
sen, follov.'ed by an attem pt of an armed 
Musselman with two aeeompllccs to force 
an entr.ance to the home of an American 
resident, were incidents not calculated to 
give any one too g reat a sense of secur­ 
ity, and the arriv^U of 
the 
American 
eruli--ers In tite midst of these troubles 
brotJght great relief, especially to foreign 
te.sldents of the city. 
It is difficult for 
a native Christian to understand why his 
people are permitted to be put to death 
when a shot or • two from the cruisers 
lying in the harbor and representing a 
Christian nation strong 
and 
mighty, 
might solve the w’hole question. He does 
not stop to reason about international 
law', rights of other nations and policies 
uf <-o»i«er/ativc jffovernmenta.

London, Sept. 2H.—A correspondent of

Louisville, Ky., Sept. 2S,—After a day 
spent in maneuvering among the hill.s,_^the 
first of the mimic battles at the West 
Point encampment ended with the appar­ 
ent advantage in favor of the “Brown” 
army. 
Conditions prevailed were those 
governing proper employment of advance 
and rear guard b.v the armies. The prob­ 
lem .was; 
Blue army having been de­ 
feated by Brown army, fell back to Louis­ 
ville, Its base point. 
Here it secured 
heavy reinforcement and turned on the 
Brown army, which retreated towards Its 
base at Nahsville. The advance guard of 
the Blue army -expected to cripple the 
Brown’a» rear guard. 
The Brown rear 
guard was not only able to forestall the 
enemy’s attack, but to do It with a trivial 
loss.

AssttminiT an Alarming Fliase 
in Ijarèdo, Texas—Tlie €ity 
is Quarantined. 


Laredo, Texas, Sept. 28.—Two deaths 
and twelve new cases of yellow fever 
are reported, showing the epidemic to be 
|oi the Injbrease and citizens are lleeing 
from, the city in all directions. 
The daughter of the Mexican bollermaLer 
Juan Cortlnas, died late Sunday afternoon 
and another Mexican woman ai.so.died of 
the disease. 


This city presents a deserted appear­ 
ance. 
It Is estimated by the authorities 
that nearly 4,000 people have fled since 
the beginning of the scare. 


The city Is quarantined again in all 
directions in the state, and no person can 
get beyond the limits of Webb county. 


The work of placing the city in a thor­ 
oughly sanitary condition Is being effec­ 
tively and scientifically carried on under 
the direct supervision of Dr. Guiteras and 
a corps of expert assistants. 


The situation in Nuevo Larode is un^ 
changed, no deaths or new cases having 
been reported. 
Dr. Mariano Trevino, a 
Mexican government yellow fever expert. 
Is In charge. 
The Trevino believes that 
within eight days he will have stamped 
out the fever.

Few people have a correct Idea as to’ 
how a private mailing card or post card 
should be prepared in order to be en* 
titled to transmission to the mails with 1 
cent postage prepaid thereon.^ The statute 
(act of May 1». 1898). authorizing the use 
of private mailing cards, reads as fol­ 
lows and Postm aster Kreider has called 
especial attention to it: 


"It sha!l be lawful to transm it by mail, 
a t the postage rate of a cent apiece, 
payable by stam ps to be affixed by thè 
sènder, ánd under such 'regulations, as 
the postm aster general may prescribe, 
w ritten messages on 
private 
mailing 
cards, such cards to be sent openly In the 
mails, to be no larger than the size fixed 
by the convention of the tfniversal Po.staI 
Union, and to be approximately of the 
same form, quality and weight as the 
Stamped postal card now in general use 
In, the United States.” 


The regulations of the postoffice de­ 
partm ent established under this statute 
provide that each card must be an un­ 
folded piece of cardboard, substantially 
of the quality of the government postal 
card, not smaller than 215-16 by 4% inches 
and not exceeding 3 9-16 by 5 9-16 inches in 
size, at the top of the address side of 
which the words ’’Post Card,” or the 
words “Private Mailing Card, Authorized 
hy Act of Congress, May 19, 1898,” must 
be placed In such manner as not to in- 
terfere with a perfectly distinct address 
and post mark. It is immaterial whether 
such words be written, printed or hand- 
stamped upon the card. 


Many persons have an idea that any 
card bearing a w ritten message upon the 
address side of which are placed the 
words “Postal Card,” “Private Mailing 
Card,” 
“Special Mail Card,” 
“Private 
Postal” or some similar term may be 
sent in the mails for 1 cent postage, but 
such is not the case. 


Un^fiss a private card bearing a w rit­ 
ten message conforms to the requirements 
ibove stated it is chargeable when mailed, 
with postage at the letter rate—2 ccnts 
an ounce or fraction thereof. 
If mailed 
vith only 1 cent postage prepaid thereon 
t is held at the mailing office, and, if 
he sender be known and be within the 
Iclivery of the office, returned to him 
or proper postage. If the sender be not 
no'.vn, the addressee is notified that upon 
he receipt of 1 cent additional postage 
he cord v/ill be forwarded to him. Should 
he addre.s.see when notified, fail to remit 
he required postage, the card is sent 
io the dead letter office. 


The words “post card” are authorized 
only on cards which conform to the 
conditions as to form, size and quality 
ibove deneribed, other cards bearing these 
words, or otherwise purportins to be is- 
ued under authority of the act of May 
9, 1898, are chargeable with postage at 
he letter rate, whether the message be 
written or printed, 
gondsrs of private maiiin.er cards or 
)o.st cards. imMjrder to avoid delay in 
heir dispatch from the mailing officie 
and the em barrassm ent resulting from 
laving the addressee called upon ^or ad­ 
ditional po£3tage, should, therefore, be 
areful before mailing them to see that 
hey conform to all the requirements 
rescribed for such cards, as many thous- 
nds of cards and others purport to be 
rivate mailing cards or post cards, but 
re not such in fact, and will not be dls- 
atched wJien mailed with only 1 cent 
ostagc prepaid thereon, unless 1 cent 
dditionai be paid.

The Ladies’ Education society, or 
as it was originally called, the I.4idies’ 
Association for Educating Females, 
organized Oct. 4, 1833, and incorpor­ 
ated under the laws of the state of 
Illinois, will observe the seventieh 
birthday of the society with appro­ 
priate exercises Monday, Oct. 4, at 
^■Academy hall. The society is the old­ 
est organization of W'omen in the 
country and is by many years the pre­ 
decessor of the first Woman’s club. 


The object of tlfe society wiien 
formed was “to encourage and assist 
young ladies to qualify themselves 
for teaching.” The first published re­ 
port of the proceedings of the society 
appeared in October, 1834, published 
by Calvin Goudy. 


The first officers were: Mrs. C. Till- 
son, president, Hillsboro; Miss S. C. 
Crocker, vice president, Jacksonville; 
Mrs. C. W. Baldwin, secretary, Jack­ 
sonville. Among the persons mention­ 
ed as taking part in the first annual 
gathering are the following familiar 
names, men and w^omeu who were 
actively identified with the early life 
and history, not only of this commun­ 
ity, but of the state at large: Joel 
Catlin, 
Rev. T. Baldwin, William 
Brown, Thomas Lippincott and Prof. 
J. B. Turner. 


The following is taken from the 
first,secretary’s report: “Every age 
has its distinctive feautres. Among 
the more prominent of the present is 
a spirit of excitement and activity. A 
new and uncommon interest is felt 
in everything^ w’hieh relates to tli 
improvement of society or the happi 
ness of man. 


“Benevolent societies of various de 
scriptions are springing into life anc 
the all absorbing object with {he gooc 
and great api>ears to be the eleva 
tion of human character. It woulc: 
seem that there had always been some 
doubt as to the place w’oman was de 
stined to occupy in the world. Savage 
and barbarous nations have wrestec 
from her the hope of inunortality 
consigned her to mental and mora 
midnight and the most degradin: 
slavery. Are not her character anc 
the relations she sustains in life, suf­ 
ficient indications that she was de­ 
signed for some important sphere o 
usfulness?. The tender buds of im­ 
mortality are committed to her keep­ 
ing—She must nourish and protect 
the opening blossom.

the man. In minds impressed with 
these views this society had its origin. 
A year since several ladies associated 
w the purpose of encouraging and 
assisting young ladies to qualify 
themselves for teaching, and in thi 
place alone five young ladies were as­ 
sist«!^ by the society during the year.” 
It appears from the treasurer’s ^re­ 
port the first year showed funds re­ 
ceived to be $246.40. 


A few facts from an article that 
appeared in the Annals of Educatioi 
w^ill serve to show that there w’as an 
ample field for the new effort that 
was Just being started. Pennsylvania 
las but one in three of its children in 
school; Kentucky one in nine: tak­ 
ing the ratio of Pennsylvania for the 
southern and western states there are 
not less than 1,400,000 children des- 
tfitute of common school instruction, 
n the year 1830 there were forty-six 
counties in one of our western states 
in which there was not a single fe­ 
male teacher.” Secretary Baldwin 
closes his report with the following 
exhortation: “Let us take possession 
and labor until, we have a nation of 
educated mothers and well qualified 
teachers; till the cloud of mental 
darkness which now hangs over us is 
rolled aw’ay, and the light of science 
and religion shines in unbroken splen- 
dor.” 


The high purpose which is here giv­ 
en expression has ever* animated the 
efforts of the society and from 1833 
until the present, each year has found 
a consecrated band of noble women 
meeting, planning and raising funds 
to carry forward this grand and noble 
work. 


The sùccess they have achieved is 
too well known to need recital, here 
and many are the women throughout 
the land who have beén aided and as­ 
sisted, and* whose lives have been 
iroadened througlh we means provid­ 
ed by this organii^§<>n.

Ah attempt to cross the Atlantic ocean 
iu an air ship is about to be made by 
Klisee Kecius, a noted French geogra­ 
pher, and Louis Capazza, the inventor 
of the parachute balloon and an aero­ 
naut who distinguished himself a few 
year* a^o by making a daring trip over 
j the Mediterranean sea from .Prance to

V. IVcatte, the secretary of the Auto 
i club of France, gives the following 
j facts about the projected balloon voy- 
] age, which will be made for the pur- 
[ pose of meteorological investigation.

The start will be made from the Ca­ 
nary islands about the middle of next 
May. 
An enormous balloon is being 
built for the trip—four times larger 
than the largest ever made.

The balloon will have two baskets.

They have no fear of 
incurring the fate of Andre, who was 
lost in the arctic regions, for the region 
they seek is more quiet, the winds are 
more certain and the balloon is ade­ 
quate. 


They prefer to start from the Cana­ 
ries because if they went from the Mo­ 
rocco coast or Portugal there would be 
great danger of being caught in a con­ 
trary breeze and landed in the midst 
of the desert of Sahara or in the Medi­ 
terranean. 


The scheme is being taken up with 
great enthusiasm by the Aero club of 
France and is exciting tremendous in­ 
terest in ballooning circles all over Eu­ 
rope. James Gordon Iiennett is credit­ 
ed with contributing $40,000 to it.

CHAMPION GUNNER OF NAVY 


WlMl Traimor’s Mat*« Think oi 
Shooting Exploit. 


Bearing very modestly bis title “the 
champion gunner of the United States 
navy,” H. W. Trainor, a seaman on 
board the battle ship Indiana, Is loath 
to speak about his shooting exploit at 
target practice a few weeks ago off 
Marthas Vineyard, says tbe New York 
World. 


Ti*aInor made the phenomenal score 
of piercing a bullseye at 1,000 yards’ 
distance with an S inch turret gun and 
followed that with three more shots 
which went through the aperture made 
by the first ball. The target was fifty- 
two inches in height and thirty-two 
inches wide, and the battle ship was 
going a t an eight knot clip in a choppy 
sea, which makes the score all the more* 
remarkable. The four shots were made 
in 2 minutes and 18 seconds. 


Trainor enlisted in the navy two 
years ago as a common landsman, com­ 
ing from St. Paul, Minn. 
He ne^er 
had bandied a rifle or gun prevlous^to 
his enlistment. 
His only practice has 
been with the big guns on board the 
training ship Lancaster and the Indl- 
ana. 


*1 don’t think that you ought to give 
me all the credit,” said Trainor the oth­ 
er afternoon. 
“Harry Hagberg, who 
is on the same gun crew as I am, also 
made four bullseyes while at target 
practice. 
I have always bandied the 
big guns, and I was positive that I 
could make a couple of bullseyes.when 
we were to go out for practice.” 


“He certainly did make a fine show­ 
ing, mate,” said one of the men who 
were standing around. “When we salv 
him plunk the four shots one after an­ 
other through the same hole we all 
cheered him. 
He’s all rig h t” 
While 
this was being said of Trainor he 
blushed like a schoolgirl. 


“Why don’t you speak to Hagberg?” 
said Trainor. “There he sits up there. 
He’s the fellow* who made as good a 
score as I did. and he certainly ought 
to get just as much credit.” - 
“That’s right,” chorused his mates: 
“Come down here, Hagberg, and have 
your picture taken and be interviewed 
like every great man.” 


Hagberg is a tall, lanky, light haired 
chap and is just as modest in bearing 
as Trainor. lie also before his enlist­ 
ment never handled a gun, and both 
the oflieers and men on board the Indi­ 
ana, from the captain down to th.* cab 
in boy. would wager any amount that 
both these men can outsboot any two 
in the navy.

Chief Chemist Expect» a Rush 
Joiu His Win« Squad, 


The “poison squad,” commanded by 
Dr. Harvey W. Wiley; chief chemist 
of the 
agricultural department 
at 
Washington, will have au opportunity 
to “look upon the wine when it is red.” 
says the New York World. On Oct. 1 
the experiments in adulterations will 
be resumed. 
Wine is expected to fig­ 
ure prominently on the menu, as sali­ 
cylic acid will be the preservative 
forming the basis of experimentation. 


Word has been passed around that a 
dozen new volunteers are desired. 
It 
is expected the prospect of wine will 
bring forward a rush of those willing 
to be sacrificed in the interest of sci­ 
ence. 


During his former period of running 
a government boarding house Dr. Wi­ 
ley disposed of borax and formalde­ 
hyde. 
lie will now conduct thorough 
and exhaustive tests; with salicylic 
acid. When iisked regarding his future 
course Dr. Wiley said: 


“Salicylic acid is a preservative used 
only iu liquids, such as wines, beers 
and sirups, and It is with this drug 
that we will make our forthcoming 
tests. Will I feed the boarders on wine 
and beer? Ha, ha, ha! Maybe I will 
put the salicylic add in water and give 
’em that. Salicylic acid Is tasteless.' 
But about using wines and beers—well, 
if that information gets out there’ll be 
a rush. I guess we won’t have any 
trouble in getting subjects. The diffi­ 
culty w(ll be in getting rid of appli­ 
cants.” 


On a shelf in Dr. Wiley’s office an ar­ 
ray of long necked wine bottles, squat 
vessels labeled “Ale” and other assort­ 
ed beverages are risible. Looking at 
them. Dr. Wiley said: 


“These are for Investigation. Salicyl­ 
ic acid is contained In Inferior grades 
of such things and In communion wine, 
the unfermebted variety." *

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Five Interesting feta Will Be Added 
to the Aiaertean Mnseam of Xata- 
m l History la Mew York—How the 
Material Wm Obtained—Einvlroa- 
memtm of the Birds Closely Studied. 


Frank M. Chapman, the bird, man at 
the American Museum of Natural His. 
tory in New York, has returned from 
his*summer vaoition with material for 
five new bird groups of the Pacific 
coast Mr. Ctoapman’ l*ad all sorte of 
interesting experiences in gathering 
thw material, says the New York 
Tfiteei. 
He .was accompanied by 
l^ te c a p e a rtist to make studies of 
tie. environment'; a ; prépara tor, with 
Wax and,plaster molds, to make casts 
of" s u ^ vegètation a s could not be 
bodil^^ repioyed 
and * - preserved 
by 
me^iis. or. the fluid u^ed for ' tbe jpur- 
po9<^s and a blrd artist to' paint freshly 
killed birds and retain the brilliant 
coloring* wliich fades in the dead speci- 
inen. Ttdsj artist was Louis Agassiz 
F o rtes* / JÎr.t Chapman collected the 
niaïeriÎEii and; pbotogràphpd the birds, 
with their nests and immediate 6n 
vironment 
One of the groups in contemplation 
will be^ the largest and finest bird 
group ever'yet; constructed anywhere. 
It will show the bird life of the irri­ 
gated regions of California, which is 
an example of the changes wrought by 
man among the little people of woods 
and fields. 
The districts, formerly 
arid, were destitute of. bird life. Water 
has been turned in in great quantities, 
changing“the arid valleys into pasture 
Idnds covered with great herds of cat- 
tlë.* The w ater is allowed to stand on 
certain sectiorip to fertilize them and 
then drawn off to others. In its wake 
have come'enormous numbers of water 
birds. They follojv the water as it is 
moved and live and, breed ; along the 
irrigating ditches until these valleys, 
once almost desert, are alive with wa­ 
ter birds; 


The group will show various species 
of wild: ducks,, the glossy ibis (not the 
¿acred biid/ of Egypt), herons, coots, 
black terns, Forster's terns, avocets. 
stilts; y^low beaded' blackbirds and 
killdeer.- These names sound familiar; 
but, wrth the' exception of the black­ 
birds an d 'b lad e terns, none of the 
birds is-found in thé east, the Pacific 
coast species all différing. The black­ 
bird Is not a w ater bird, but it stays so 
persistently among ti^e weeds a t the 
w ater’s edge that it is characteristic of 
the scene. 


These birds are very shy, for they 
have vast areas of solitude in which to 
live. 
The particular company 
on 
whose ranch Mr. Chapman collected 
this material controls 14,000,000 acres 
in California. 


This group will be twenty feet long 
and eight feet high, larger than the 
splendid Virginia *boast group, which 
was the banner group of last year, 
The ranch, located in the San Joaquiti 
valley, afforded a background of the 
coast range piled majestically against 
the horizon. 
This background, with 
the green, level, w ater laced irrigated 
lands in the foreground, is now being 
painted in San Francisco by a local 
artist fam iliar frith the color effects of 
|h e region and the means of reproduce 
ing them. 


The second fine group will show cor 
morants on, a rock as they swarm at 
the Cliff House in San Francisco or on 
the rocks off Cyprus point, a t Monte­ 
rey. 
Bather than try to reproduce 
these great rocks in miniature, it has 
been thonght best to show a section of 
one; with the painting showing the 
great sea girt rock in the background. 
The eormorant is very much like a 
large duck. 
A life size cormorant 
bead, painted by Mr. Fuertes. shows 
the value. of the bird artist’s work in 
such, a <2S$j Tjiie bird puffs out a bag 
on it^^roajCi evidently for purposes of 
dlspiay. Thls ,bag, a brilliant blue in 
color, dries away in the dead spec! 
men, leaving tbe painting tbe only 
model. 


Material for a group of mountain 
quail and sooty grouse was gathered 
in the Sierras amid surroundings of 
the most beautiful mountain sccnery, 
and then the party went up to Pyra­ 
mid lake, in Nevada. An Island in the 
lake is a metropolis of the pelican race, 
one of the last great fastnesses of tbe 
bird w orld.' Mr. Chapman counted 
4,000 young pelicans upon i t 
They 
are white pelican* differing from their 
famous couaihs of Pelican island, od 
thé Florida eoàst. The old birds meas­ 
ure eight feet from tip to tip. When 
America was discovered this bird wa*i 
Jfound on. the Atlantic/, coast 
It Is 
now confined to a few inaccessible lo­ 
calities In the w est 
Another « coast région group will be 
one 6f tbe yellow billed magpie. This 
Is exactly like the «magpie of tbe old 
world, except th at its bill is yellow. 
I t bas never been found outside of cer­ 
tain fegjons of California, and it is 
rapldly becomlng extinct In tlsse ow­ 
ing to the ikÜsôn the ranchmen pat out 
ifor^ gophers. The m ande eats either

Would Be a Mecca For Toarists. 


Dr. John C. Gifford of the "bureau of 
forestry of. Washington ami formerly 
of Cornell university recently sailed foe 
tiie United States to report'the results 
of his investigations in the Luqui!Jo 
reservation, near tlie eastern coast of 
Porto liico, says a San Juan special to 
•the> New York Tribune. Dr. Gifford is 
averse'to-talking for publication until 
he has made his oilicial report, but 
from those who accompanied him on 
spme of his trips it is learned that* his 
researches have been full of interest. 
He took with him- a hundred photo­ 
graphs and ^numerous specimens of 
vegetation.' . lie crossed El Yunque 
range a t Its highest point, where it is 
probable that no white men have gone 
since the days of the Spanish explor­ 
ers foür centuries ago. The péons xvho 
accompanied him frequently cut. with 
their ‘ machetes a pathway j through- 
tropical growths as dense as any in 
South America. 


In these copses the stillness jof death 
prevailed,-and, iijdeed, throughout the 
entire 
reservation 
of 
12,000 
acres 
scarcely a bird was seen, and there was 
no sign of animal life. 


In other parts of the preserve Dr. 
Gifford found beautiful steam s, which 
would afford valuable power, tumbling 
And foaming over precipices hundreds 
of feetr high. 
Where some of these 
streams emptied into little basins lie 
discovered natives panning gold, from 
which- by the crudest methods they 
nested from SO cents to a dollar a clay 
each. 
'H uge aromatic gum trees, forty to j 
fifty feet high and five to six feet in 
diameter, were found, exuding a gum 
highly prized by Porto Ricans, who use 
it in torches for lighting purposes. In 
the rural districts it is often molded 
into candles in a crude fashion, the 
gum being pressed about a fiber wick. 
Dr, Gifford has forwarded twenty-five 
pounds of this gum to 'Washington for 
analysis to learn if it possesses any 
considerable commercial value. All the 
w-ell known native fruits, plants and 
trees were found through the reserva­ 
tion in great abundance, but at present 
the place is so inaccessible thu,t nothing 
can be brought to the. seaboard except 
at great expense. There are no trails, 
and most of the journeying must be 
done on foot. 
f ■ 


Dr. Gifford’s wife was with him on 
m an; of his trips, and proved to be an 
excellent pioneer. 
He also had with

In 1537 as a nurseiy scliool for training 
soldiers and antedates by more than a

has, besides its age and epicurean pro­ 
pensities, the distinction of having 
been commanded by kinga and princes 
and officerod by dukes and earls. The 
proudest families of the realm - have 
tieen glad to enroll their sons among 
its members, and it has been granted 
and still enjoys, many privileges and 
immunities peculiar to itself. 


From the time of its foundation until 
the present it has been wholly distinct 
from all other mlUtary bodies of Great 
Britain, in that it is self sustaining, re­ 
ceives no aid from tlife public funds and 
Is the only corps outside the rt‘gular 
British army that bears the king's 
colors. 


Ita government is based upon royal 
warrants that have been confirmed by 
each sttcc*eedlng sovereign from tlie 
time of Henry VIII. When this most 
notable corps of volunteers was yet in 
Its infancy the king himself (Henry 
VIII.) .was accustomed “to join in 
their exercises, particularly in that of 
the bow, in the use of which his grace 
was particularly skillful." 
In the 
reign of Elizabeth, when England was 
threatened by the Spanish armada, 
the Honorable Artillery Company gar­ 
risoned Tilburj’ fort During the strug­ 
gle for Jibertj' in the reign of CharlCis 
I. the Honorable Artillery ioined the 
popular side and at the battle of New­ 
bury was tiie only regiment that could 
withstand the charge of Prince Ru­ 
pert’s cavalry, w^hich before that had 
carried all ijefore i t

is having pronounc*ed success in farm­ 
ing gii^ng, and he proposes to en* 
gage in its cultivation on a still great­ 
er scale, says the Chicago Record-Her- 
ald. 


Last fall he bought 1,000 roots and 
set them out in three long beds\|n his 
town garden plat, contriving to ^hade 
the beds by means of an arborlike 
structure. The roots put forth planto 
that in turn bore a large quantity or 
seed during the summer, and ftom thb* 
seed more r ^ s will be started tliiii 
fall. 


Mr. Grafiam has been experimenting 
,on soil, mixing the loamy earth of his 
garden with dead leaves until it pro­ 
duced a healthy plant, but he thinks 
.that the soil of liUchigan is much bet­ 
ter adapted to the growth of the plant 
and will experiment on some land that 
he owns in that state.

Expert Faeba Saya He Haa Proeeaa 
^ to CbaBse Diamoada to Aay Hae. 


Discovery of, a process by which a 
diamond m ay be clianged to any color 
and this color made permanent by the 
use of X rays was recently announced 
by W. C. Fuchs, tbe Chicago Roentgen 
ray expert, says the St^ Louis Repub­ 
lic. 


According to «he experimenter, the 
process and djbcoyery arç the result 
,of iabdrs whjcii hâye occupied his' ht- 
tentioQ for mòre than five years. He 
declares that the time wUi.cozne when 
thè brown diamonds in the crown of 
King Edw'ard, the Hope diamond and 
other famous gems cap be practically 
duplicated. 


; ^ e method consists in directing thé 
X ^y s'th ro u g h the substances from 
w âch the epioris to t»e obtained before 
the n i^ tobch andf penetrate the dia^ 
mond. Various metals and chemicals 
have been used ta color the diamonds, 
and it b ar brón foilnd:‘tbat:by revers­ 
ing the method the color may also be 
r«nóvèd.
